IN THE CLAIM: 

Cancel non-elected claims 11-20 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose the combination of a semiconductor device structure recited in 
the base claim, including the combination of the capacitor structure comprising: a first 
dielectric film provided above the lower electrode and containing tantalum oxide or 
niobium oxide, a top surface of the first dielectric film including a projecting portion; a 
second dielectric film provided between a lower electrode and the first dielectric film and 
having a lower permittivity than the first dielectric film; and a third dielectric film provided 
between the projecting portion of the first dielectric film and an upper electrode and 
having a lower permittivity than the first dielectric film. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
